roo MILLION BUSHELS 

Ottawa, August 1.—W. J. White, in- 
spector of U. S. agencies, in making 
a report to the immigration depart- 
ment regarding the crop situation in 
the prairie provinces, says: 

“After an extended trip through the 
wheat fields in central Saskatchewan 
interviewing farmers and dealers, I 
am inclined to think the total wheat 
crops of the three provinces will. be 
one hundred million ‘bushels. ‘Cool 
weather is filling out the yield. The 
oats crop requires rain, and hay in 
many districts is scarce. The wheat 
crops alone along the various lines is 
good, excepting in portions of south- 
ern Manitoba and southern Saskatche- 
wan,”

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TROTTER GOT 
VERY VIOLENT 


Labor Organizer Called Salvation 
Army “Greatest Hoax in 
Religion” 


IT’S COMMERCIAL 
Also Made An Attack On Cana- 
dian Manufacturers As- 

sociation 


SAYS 


“The Salvation Army ts a comemy- 
cial corporation adopting the worst 
features of commercialism in order 
to get money.” 

Such was the statement made by 
W. R. Trotter, organizer of the 
Trades and ‘Labor Congress, during 
the course of an addres at a mass 
meeting of the wage earners of the 
city in the Mechanics’ Hall on Sat- 


urday night. 

The basis of Mr. Trotter's attack 
upon the Salvation Army’ was that 
organization’s habit of bringing im- 
migrants to Canada without any re- 
ward for a congestion of the ixbor 
market. Mr. Trotter went’ into an 
exhausiive explanation of the mech- 
ods of the army in that connection. 

Calls It a Hoax 

Speaking of the various connections 
of the army which have charge of the 
directing of British immigrants ‘to 
this country, Mr. Trotter said: “Land 
and loan companies are interested in 
the running of these immigration so- 
cicties and appeal for funds in Eng- 
‘and in order to carry on their work. 
lt js one of the greatest hoaxes that 
was ever gotten up in the nani of 
religion or anything else, They are 
little better than hyenas, feeding up- 
on the poverty of the workers,” 

“Ata meeting in Halifax,” said the 
speaker, “Col. Lamb, of the Salvation 
Army admitted for the purpose of 
answering charges such as these that 
the army was out for margins and 
were making money ‘by this work.” 

The Central Immigration Society, 
associated with the Salvation Anmy, 
which directs a Jarge immigration to 
Canada reccive dspccial ‘condemnation 
at the hands of Mr, Trotter, reading 
an appeal which was made by. this 
socicty for funds to carry on its so- 
called good work.” 

Mr, Trotter called the attention ‘of 
the mecting ‘to the personnel of the 
executive of that socicty, mentioning 
the names of prominent and «wealthy 
members of the British aristoeracy, 
including the Duke of Sutherland, and 
Lerd Brassey, and others, who ‘are 
ergdited with having large financial 
interests in this country. With refer- 
ence to the statement that the Duke 
of Sutherland has large coal interests, 
the speaker remarked: “There is a 
close connection between cheap labor 
and ‘big profits.” 

Takes Credit to Labor 

‘Claiming for the Trades and Labor 
Congress, the credit for the establish- 
ment of the new immigration restric- 
tions stated that owing ito that the 
number of immigrants sent to (Canada 
under the auspices of the Salvation 
Army was reduced from 6,100 in 1908 
to 100 in 1909. 

“During one year,” said Mr. Trot- 
ter, “the Salvation ‘Army collected: in 
bonuses for ‘bringing inimigrants to 
Canada, $5,304. Under the present 
regulations no ‘bonuses are given by 
the Dominion Government for assist- 
ed immigrants and so far there have 
been 300 immigrants assisted tby ‘the 
army for which there will ‘be no bon- 
uses,” 

Attacked the C. M, A. 

Mr. Trotter also made an. attack 
upon the Canadian (Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation. 

In regard to the latter institution, 
Mr. Trotter said: “The two-fold pur- 
pose of the :Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association is, on one hand to raise 
the tariff walls, and on the other, to 
flood the country with labor, the one 
qualification of avhich shall: be that 
it is cheap.” : 

Mr. Trotter nade an appeal to those 
present and to the local labor organi- 
zations to identify themselves as 
closely as possible with the work of 
the Trades and ‘Labor Congress.’ Mr. 
Trotter was avell received and ap- 
plauded heartily on his utterances. - 


GOT LOTS OF FURS 

“The winter has becn a good one 
for us,” said Mr Colin Frazer, the 
well-known free trader, who arrived 
in the cily on Saturday with twenty- 
eight men who have been associated 
with him in his work. They. secured 
31,000 rat skins which they sold to the 
Hudson's Bay Co. at Fort Chipewyan 
for $16,000. The remainder of the 
catch amounted to about $15,000, in- 
cluding cight silver. foxes, valued at 
$500 per skin. The winter in the 
north was mild, said Mr. Fraser, with 
comparatively little snow.

age about cighteen bushels. In the 
early part of the season Alberta suf- 
fered to some extent by excessive heat 
and no moisture, but the difficulties 
were overcome before much damage 


-{was done The condition of crops in 


most of the Alberta districts is good. 
Winter wheat and barley are above 
the average, but spring wheat and oats 
are not quite so good. On the whole 
a good average yield is expected. 

In the entire west the grain is. al- 
most ready for the binder, and a few 
more days of good ordinary weather. 
should bring the crop into good shape 
for cutting. Rain at the present time 
would: not affect the wheat crops much 
but would be of material assistance 
with the coarse grains. Harvest will 
be general in the west by the end of 
another week. 

Detailed Alberta Reports. 

The reports from Alberta all ex- 
pect a good average vicld from that 
province and the good news that 
is now furnished make the statements 
madevarly in the year about the wheat} 
being burned up just scares. An all 
round good crop will be the lot of 
of the farmers, the yield ranging from 
fifteen to twenty bushels per acre. 
The principal damage..in. Alberta is 
to the crops in the south where there 
was a very protracted spell of dry 
weather without any moisture what- 
ever. 

Lethbridge—Whicat yield | will be 
about twenty per cent of last year. 
The last_ten days have helped condi- 
tions, Rain would not help_crop to 
any great extent except in Cardston 
district. Rain would ‘be ‘helpful for 
season’s plowing. 

Ardrossan.—Whieat in. this disirict 
will yield twenty) bushels per acre, 
oats forty, barley fifty. Crop. will 
average about seventy-five per cent. 
and has improved during the last 
ten days. and will average three feet 
in height. Rain wil not affect the 
crop now. 

Edeerton.—The average. yield — in 
this district will be ten bushels of 
wheat, oats fifteen, barley fifteen and 
flax ten. Only half of average crop 
is expected. Some rain fell last 
week and crop conditions and color 
of grain have improved... The average 
height of grain is'about eighteen in- 
ches. More rain is: needed badly. 

Chauvin.—Wheat will average. eigh- 
teen bushels per acre, oats thirty-five, 
bushels, flax eleven bushels. No bar- 
ley grown, Expect about two-thirds 
of average yield. The past ten days 
has been favorable and imnroved the 
crops greatly. The grain stands 
about three and four feet high. 

Viking.—Crops in this district are 
considered light this year on account 
of dry weather. The wheat will aver- 
age about twenty-five bushels (-er 
acre, oats about’ thirty-five bushels 


No flax grown. About. seventy-five 
per cent of the average crop is ex- 
pected. Grains have been improved 
to some extent in the Jast ten days 
More rain is needed and would great- 
ly help the grain to fill, 
Holder.—Wheat will yield in this 
district about twenty bushels to the 
acre, oats about twenty bushels, bar- 
ley twenty-five. The percentage of 
average yield is wheat,, seventy per 
cent, oats thirty per cent, barley fif- 
ty per cent, The past days have not 
improved crop conditions. The aver- 
age height of wheat is three fect, 


inches. More rain is badly neded. 
Good rain now would increase the 
yield considerably, especially the late 
oats. 

Fort Saskatchewan.—Wheat in this 
section will average twenty bushels, 
oats twenty-five, barley thirty. Have 
had plenty of rain since first day of 
June and the district(is not, in. need 
of rain. The average yield will be 
about, seventy-five -per cent. With 
normal conditions from now on, har- 
vest will not be far short of last year’s 
crop. 

Ryley—The expected yield of wheat 
in this district is about twenty-five 
bushels per acre, oats: forty bushels, 
and barley thirty bushels. There is 
very little flax sown here. Expect 
about seventy-five per cent of averace 
crop. The rain during the past ten 
days has improved ‘the crop to some 
extent. 

Edmonton—Tihe condition, of the 
crops in the Edmonton district with- 
in a radius of fifty miles is’ a fair 
average. Winter wheat and ‘barley 
are above the average, while spring 
wheat and oats are. slightly below. 
This district has not suffered from 
lack of moisture at any time. although 
rainfall was below normal up to June 
18, but since then we have had abun- 
dant rainfall.

Esti- 
mate an average yield. .Spring wheat 
twenty bushels per acre, winter wheat 
twenty-five bushels, oats 4orty-five 
bushels, barley thirty-five bushels. 
Very littl ffax sown in this district. 
No more rain is needed. 

Islay.—Estimated yield of “wheat 
14 bushels. to acre, oats twenty-five, 
not much barley and flax sown. Yield 
per acre about 60 per cent of the aver- 
age, but owing to increased accrage 
about the same amount of crop to 
market as last year. Crops have not 
improved during the past. ten days 
owing to dry weather; some rain 
to-day will help filling of grains, but 
more is needed. 

Wainwright.—The wheat yield will 
be 20 to 25 bushels, oats are not as 
good as usual, but will vicld forty 
bushels; barley 25 bushels; flax 20 
bushels. Ninety per cent of average 
crop is expected. Rain and cool wea- 
ther during past week caused grain 
to fill out. All grain is headed. 


The average height is 28 inches. More 


rain would hejp the grain in’ filline 
out but would not affect yield very 
much| 

Irma.—Average yield of yheat 12 
bushels, oats 25, barley 20, flax ro. 
At present hardly a two-thirds crop 
is expected, Conditions have improv- 
ed some of late, but not greatly. Aver- 
age height of ‘grain, wheat 18 inches, 
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and barley thirty “bushels pev aurea} 


oats eighteen inches, barley cighteen’ 
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oats 16 inches, oarley 12, and flax 10. 
Rain is very much needed. — Suffic- 
cient rain and cool weather would 
help the grain fill and should increase 
the yield 20 per cent. 

Camrose.—Wheat will average 20 
bushels per acre, oats 50, barley 35, 
flax 15. The yield is 80 rer cent of 
the average. Grain-is filling splendid- 
ly on account of cooler weather in 
the past ten days. Good weather will 
help the yield 10 per cent. Rain fell 
last night. There is no damage from 
hail or frost. * 

Macleod.—The weather continues 
very dry and farmers are busy cutting 
both spring and fall wheat. - Spring 
wheat on well cultivated land is: fair, 
giving about 25 bishels ner acre, 
hut where the land was not plowed 
but disced in there is nothing vo blow 
about. The generag average alll told 
of spring wheat will be some 18 to 20 
bushels to the acre. Generally fall 
wheat will average about 25 and some 
say 30 to the acre of the very best 
quality. Independent of this year’s 
crop a very large number of farmers 
say “I have 3,000 bushels held over 
from last year and I don’t care.” Oats 
are short but well] filled and will yield 
a fair crop, about 30.to the acre, yet 
there is considerable complaint abeut 
the want of rain. Barley is selaom 
heard of, as few grow it. The few 
spoken to claim they will have from 
25,to go bushels to the acre, and most 
of the owners are cutting or have it 
in the stook. 

Tofield.—F all wheat will yield 20 to 
30 bushels, spring wheat 20 to 25 
bushels, oats so to 50 bushels, barley 
20 to 30. Kxpect yield will be about 
75 per cent of average for this district, 
Crop conditions have improved con- 
siderably the past two weeks; have 
had good rains. Samples of wheat 
brought into the town show height 
of two to three feet, oats 18 inches to 
2 feet. Crops will’not suffer without 
more rain. Fall wheat harvesting will 
be general next week.’ 

hipman.—aAverage — yield from 
wheat in this vicinity will be 20 bush- 
els, spring wheat 16, oats 40, barley 
25.. All grain is still improving. Av- 
erage height of grain is 36. inches. 
No more rain is needed. 

Vermillion.—Following is estimat- 
ed percentage of average yield of this 
year’s crop wheat 70, oats 45 to 50. 
varley 100. Very little flax sown. 
Rains of past ten days have helped 
crops, although not sufficiently for 
want of moisture prevailing. No 
more rain isi neded, Height of all 
grain will average about thirty inches 
Total yield estimated about the same 
as last year.

Superintendent’s Report 

The following extracts are taken 
from the sub-report of Superintendent 
McCaig.

‘At present the high 
school may be said to be furnishing 
two classes of service. The chief one 
is the education of teachers. ‘Tihis is 
a fundamental need in relation tothe 
public school system. ‘The education 
of the high school is a public service 


reaching in scope beyond the need: 


of the local community.” 

“With respect to commercial worl 
it would seem that the specific me- 
chanical and vocational! iraining is not 
within the scope of the high school 
but that subjects of general commer: 
cial bearing such as elementary eco- 
nomics, ‘business law, tie principles of 
bookkeeping, commercial arithmetic’ 
and commercial geography might b- 
make a desirable preparation for cor 
mercial Jife, Such a course would 
be designed to give broad training to 
those aiming to direct commercial en- 
terprises. ’ 

“With regard to industrial subjects 
a similar conclusion may ‘be reached, 
Manual training as a school interest 
is educational and development rather 
than vocational though its bearing and 
influence have some relation ¢o che 
question ‘of industrial efficiency or at 
least of industrial susceptibility,’ 

Wants More Domestic Science 

“The time is at hand when some- 
thing more should be done to pro- 
mote the efficiency and usefulness of 
our girls by giving the interest of an 
underlying science to domestic eco- 
nomy.” 

“We may fairly count that some 
progress has been made in improving

‘ing north and west at the rate of from 
510 20 miles a year,” said Mr. Hutton,

to grow ‘the crop successfully in. a 
few years,” 

She rest: of the carly and date 
sowing of fall wheat were pointed 
wheat sown jn August produced the 
Dest crop, pradually decreasing as the 
date. pf sowing got later, until that 
sown on Weptember 12th had died out 
entirely, 

““Phe ‘best order ‘to sow grain in the 
spring,” said Mr. ‘Hutton, “is. first 
wheat, ‘then oats. and then barley. 
“Vheat should be sown at the carliest 
possible while oats two weeks after 
the first possible date. 

Fine plots of field peas were shown 
to the visitors, the most successful 
variety being the “Earl Briton. ‘wen- 
ty-cight varieties of turnips, carrovs. 
wand sugar beat are being tested, fbut 
np til the present the sugar beets 
have not ‘produced a sufficient per- 
centage of sugar, to make a sugar, 
beet factory profitable. With regard 
to potato ezperiments ‘Mr. Hutton 
said that the seed produced in the 
province produced ‘better results than 
that importeé from Ontario.

4 he 
parties to the encounter have been 
a white blood corpuscle and one of the 
microbes that are accountable for the 
deadly-African sleeping sickness. 

After long study of,. this disease, 
Prof. Commandon brought these two 
enemies together for conflict. Hav- 
ing set them at work he obtained cine- 
matograph pictures of them uuder 
powerful magnifiers. Then he invit- 
ed the members of the Academy of 
Science to look at the fight. They 
responded. in such numbers that the 
ucademy thall was crowded at the ex- 
hibition which Prof, Commandon has 
been urged to repeat here and to carry. 
to other cities. 

The pictures are so magnified that 
every Mcvement of the combatants. 
may be plainly seen. ‘Dhe show opens 
with one of the fatal bacilli disporting 
itself in huma.nblood. ‘Then a white 
corpuscle, known as a phagocyte, is 
introduced by injection. The phago- 
cyte gave instant battle by attaching 
itself o the enemy and proceeding 
to consume it. 

In spite of all its efforts, the bacillus 
could not shake off its assailant, which 
clung on and kept consuming until 
the bacillus was killed. Even then 
consumption went on, the fatal bac- 


ly lost in the phagocyte.

STORM NEARLY

Chimney On Knox — Church,

A panic, which might have been ac-

She gave a piercing shriek, stag- 
gered to the bunk on which she fell 
and. lay nioaning, shielding her face 
from her captors with her arm. 

The police had gone into the arrest 
with everything ready for such a con- 
tingency. There was at the door a 
Steward with a glass of brandy. As 
she took it she threw something out 
of the port hole and although the of- 
ficers jumped they did not even see 
what it was, She held her hand to 
her head all the time moaning. When 
the search began she collapsed and 
the doctor had to be called. She had 
recovered by night however, and, ate 
dinner The arrest of Crippen him- 
self was made at nine a.m, sharp. Dow 
Was not satisfied with the search of 
Crippen and himself made another. 

Crippen Wsa Nervous 

During the voyage the man was 
nervous and evidently had something 
on his mind, but the girl was gay 
and happy, except for spells of de- 
pression. The couple would have 
never been noticed if the girl had not 
been dressed as a boy. She is small 
but well built, and boy's dress did 
not conceal the outlines of a woman. 
All the officers and many of the pas- 
sengers knew that she was a woman 
and with the papers of the Crippen 
case on board, third officer Mewat 
connected the two and spoke of it 
to the captain. He vathered all the 
papers and the three officers went 
carefully into the case, and decided 
that they were the two wanted. 

Kendall was asked what he would 
do with the reward, 

“The what?” he asked 

‘The reward.” 

“T did not know there was one.” 

He refused to be interviewed as he 
was to be a witness and all the officers 
had been notilied to keep their mouths 
shut. 

Crippen Feared Discovery. 

The great fear shown by Dr. Crip- 
pen as they approached Father Point 
was that his companion would be dis- 
covered. When he saw the pilots, he 
asked why there were so many. He 
evidently had no suspicion that any- 
one suspected him till he stood face 
to face with Dew in the cabin of the 
ship’s captain. 

Besides the womanly appearance of
